For the purpose mentioned in the preamble 
of this act, the Lieutenant- Governor in Council 
may, on behalf of the Province of Ontario, con- 
tract with the Board of Governors of the University 
of Toronto to pay them an annual sum or sums not 
exceeding in all $3,750 per annum for a period not 
exceeding ten years from the lst of November,1917. 


I think it will be necessary for us to 
have a formal agreement drawn up between the Board of 
Governors of the University, and the Province, before I 


can pay out any money.
